Her Career on the Stage, Daring 
Which She Paid a Visit to 
Louisvilie.

Yesteday’s N. Y. Herald. 


The wile of Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, 
of Lowell Mass. died at the Massachu- 
sett’s generaf hospital, in Boston, at an 
early bour yesterday (Saturday) morn- 
ing. For a number of years Mrs. Butler 
had suffered from a swetlingin her 
neck, and her friends were led to sup- 
pose, from her medical advisers at 
Washington, that it was an enlarge- 
ment of the gland and could be operated 
on successfully. Mrs. Butler’s suffer- 
ings continued to increase, the lump 
in her neck pressing so hard ubon the 
wind-pipe that it was only with the 
greatest difficulty she could breathe. 
Mrs. Butler and the general arrived at 
the Tremont house, Boston from Wash- 
ington on Tuesday night last, anda 
consultation of Drs. Cabot, Gay and 
Knight was had the following day, 
when it was decided an operation 
should take place. She was according- 
ly taken to the hospital, and at eleven 
o’clock on Thursday last the operation 
was performed. Instead of the suffer- 
ings proceeding from an enlargement 
of tne gland,a cancer was discovered, 
the roots of which had encircled and 

netrated tne wind pipe; leaving but 
little space for the functions 
of breathing to becarried on. The 
doctor’s skill was battled by the cancer 
and the general was informed that 
- nothing could be done to save the life 
of his wife. 

Mrs. Butler was a very excellent and 
worthy lady,a devoted mother and an 
affectionate wife, and among her most 
intimate acquaintances was bighly es- 
teemed for her domestic virtues. She 
was about fifty-five years of age, and 
leaves three children to mourn her loss- 
She was a daughter of Dr. Israel Hil- 
dreth, of Lowell, and while on a visit 
to Brooklyn, N. Y., became enamored 
of the stage. After being under the 
tuition of Mrs. Varnon she made her 
debut August 10, 1837, at the Park the- 
ater, N. Y. as Mariannain “The Wife,” 
for the benefit of Mr. Chippendale, and 
the following season was engaged by 
Mr. William Avbott for the juneville 
lady in his theatersin Charleston and 
Columbia, 8. C. She played thesea- 
son in those two cities, and a brief en- 
gagement in conjaaction with Louis 
Fitzgerald Tasistro at Savannah. She 
then performed under au egagement 
with J.M. Weston & Co.in Wilmington 
and Fayetteville, N. C., and in Norfolk 
and Portsmonth, Va., returning home 
from the latter place. She then played 
a brief engagement at the Howard 
Athenzum in Boston. 


In 1842 Mr. W. H. Chippendale en- 
gaged her for the leeding ladyot the 
National theaterin Cincinnati, where 
she opened as Rosalind, in “As You 
Like It,” but becoming fatigued with 
study, resigned her position after three 
months. During this time she perform- 
eda star engagement at Louisville and 
received a complimentary benefit ap- 
pearingas Ion, which was visited by 
the elite of Cincinnati, with whom she 
hada large acquaintance. This was 
her last appearance as an actress, 
and she was married soon after to Gen. 
eral Butler. The funeral will take 
place at Lowell, thedate of which 
will not be determined upon until the 
arrival of Mrs Ames, whois now on 
her way from Mississippi.

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YANKEE HOME RULE. 


New Ham pshire’s Peculiar Customs-— 
How They Run Town Meetings 
and Turn Out Voters. 


Concord (N. H,) Cor. Philadelphia Times. 


One good thing will come out of the 
mire of the political campaign just 
closed in this state. A favorable vote 
on the question of holding a constitu- 
tional convention secures, in all proba- 
bility, a speedy amendment of the an- 
tiquated and absurd forms of govern- 
ment which New Hampshire labors un- 
der. In Pennsylvania you have got 
your third constitution, and begin al- 
fready to talk of amending that, but up 
here among the granite hills laws and 
customs are almost as hard to fuse and 
transform as the rocks, and the people 
are __ till living under the 
organic law adopted in 
1790. It may interest your read- 
ers to learn some of the peculiarities 
and eccentricities of state and local 
government where matters have gone 
on without change for nearly acentury. 
The first curiosity that strikes a Penn- 
svlvanian here isthe independent pow- 
erofthe town. Each town isa little 
democracy, and the state re- 
sem bles a loose federative 
republic Jike the old league 
of the Swiss cantons. As 
the town enjoys # certain sovereignty, 
it must, of course,have a representative 
in the general court, as the legislature 
is called. The basis of representation 
is one hundred and fifty voters; but, 
practically, every town that is inhabit- 
ed sends a representative. If there is 
a dozen families living in it, there is 
usually notrouble in getting a special 
act passed classing it with towns elect- 
ing one member of the house. It then 
becomes a “classed town,” and, by an 
odd quirk of law, can hold its election 
at any time within two weeks before 
the general election. Thus Hart’s Lo- 
cation, a town with fourteen voters, 
chose a representative last Monday, 
while the regular election day was 
Tuesday. Tnereis a town composed 
of the Isle of Shoals, where nobody 
lives except the lanulord of a watering 
place hotel and a few servants. Every 
March the landlord calls his three or 
four male assistants together in the de- 
serted bar-room, and they go through 
the form of electing him to the legisla- 
ture. 

A TOWN MEETING. 

Space would fail me totell half the 
oddities of election customs. They call 
an election a “town meeting,” and 
that’s what it really is, for the whole 
town turns out in the morning and 
gathers in the town hall. “At nine 
» clock the three select men take the 
platform, and announce that the elec- 
tion of a moderator isin order. Each 
party makes a nomination, and if the 
town is close there is a division—the 
democrats going on one side of the hall 
and the republicans on the other to be 
counted. Hither side, if dissatistied, 
can demand a ballot, and sometimes 
the whole forenoon is consumed in get- 
ting organized. When they get a mod- 
erator they put it to vote how long the 
polls shallbe kept open. Sometimes 
they close the polls for representive at 
one or two o'clock, and keep on voting 
for the general ticket until six. Usual- 
ly all voting in the county towns ceases 
at three, but there is nothing to. pre- 
vent keeping the boxes open until mid- 
night, and this is occasionally done in 
the cities. If there are three candidates 
for representative, and neithergets an 
absolute majority there is second bal- 
lot had and often a third; or if night 
comes on, and the farmers want to go 
home to milk, they postpone the busi- 
ness until next day. The town, being 
a petty sovereignty in such matters,can 
do as it pleases. 


HOW THEY GET VOTERS, 


As I said before, one hundred and 
fifty voters is the basis of representa- 
tion, tutfor every three hundred, “‘rat- 
uble polis” a town sends an extra mem- 
ber to the legislature. Now a‘ ‘ratable 
poll” isa man over twenty-one found 
living in the towna week after election, 
whether a voteror not. The selectmen 
go around and make a list,and of course 
put on every body who by any stretch 
of construction can be deemed a resi- 
dent. Twoyears agoa gang of wod- 
choppers worked at cutting ties fora 
railroad in a town having only fifteen 
voters. They were “rated,” and at the 
next election, although not a man of 
them stayed more than three or four 
weeks, that towa sent, three represenia- 
tives to Concord. 


THE GENERAL COURT. 


The New Hampshire general court 
is very heavy at the bottom and ex- 
ceedingly light at the top. In the 
house there are nearly four hundred 
members; in the senate only twelve. 
The pay of the members is three dol- 
lars per day, and if the session lasts 
over six weeks the whole state gets mad 
about the expenses. In the great hall 
where the house meets there is no 
carpet, and the furniture reminds one 
of a country school-house. ‘The desks 
are of unpainted wood, are only eigh- 
teen inches wide, and at each sit six 
members in narrow wooden chairs fast- 
ened to the floor by iron standards. 
The seats of the officers are common- 
painted chairs, costing about fifty cents 
apiece. On the back of each is pasted 
a printed label with the title of the 
official to whom the chair belongs. 
For economy’s sake the senate meets 
in the room occupied at other times by 
the supreme court. 


THE EXECUTIVE, 


A New Hampshire governor gets the 
rincely salary of $1,000 a year. There 
is & queer appendage to his office—a 
council of five members, whose busi- 
ness it isto hold on to his coat tails 
whenever he tries to do anything of 
his own motion. Nearly all executive 
acts must be approved by a majority of 
the council. Here isa relic of the old 
dread of arbitrary power. It is not 
unique in New England. In the Swiss 
republic the executive power is lodged 
with a council, which chooses one of 
its members president. Perhaps it 
would be a good thing if we could limit 
the one man power at Washington in 


A RELIC OF THE PAST, 


I must not forget in this brief men- 
tion of the curiosities of government 
here the religious test for office-holders, 
which is still retained. The constitu- 
tion prescribes among the qualifica- 
tions for holding office belief in the 
Protestant religion. Practically, this 
is a dead letter, for almost every vear 
there are Catholics in the house, but 
so wedded are the people to old notions 
that if the question of striking out this 
musty relic of bigotry were to be voted 
a pon to-day it would probably be voted 
own.

ANOTHER PRESIDENTIAL CORPSE. 


Hew the Hyera from Maine Got His 
Little Railroad Fee, 


InDIANAPOLIS, April 11, 1876. 


Ata late hour last night the Sentinel 
was able to obtain information which 
warranted an article that will directly 
kill the chances of Mr. Blaine for the 
nomination. On authority.which was 
considered reliable in every way the 
following charge was made, and it now 
remains for a congressional committee 
to come to the rescue of the press: 

“Mr. J. C. Harrison, a prominent 
banker of this city, is in possession of a 
secret, the exposure of which will for- 
ever blast the prospects of a certain 
prominent candidate for presidency. 
Itis this: An entry appears in the 
minutes ot the executive committee of 
the board of directors of the Union 
Pacitic railroad company of Dec. 16,1871, 
showing that $64,0.0 of the company’s 
money found its way into the hands of 
some person who had no right to it.

Nosooner had this been done 
than Mr. Rollins, the secretary of the 
board quietly went to Mr. Harrison 
and said ‘You must withdraw that res- 
olution. An investigation will involve 
Mr. Biaine and defeat his re-election. 
He got the money.’ The resolution 
was withdrawn. These factsare known 
to Mr. Wilson, of lowa, who was 
present at the time the resolution 
was introduced and_ withdrawn, 
as a member of the bcard of di- 
rectors. It is proper to say that a lot 
of worthless Arkansas railroad bonds 
were deposited as collateral security for 
this money. Mr. Harrison’s testimony 
before a committee of congress in con- 
neciion with the fraud would be both 
interesting and startling. By all means 
let him be called; the country is enti- 
tled to the disclosure. Let no guilty 
man escape. Nobody will be more sur- 
prised at the appearance of this article 
than Mr. Harrison.”

ASB SEEN FROM AN EASTERN STAND-POINT. 


WasHineton, D. C., April 11.—The 
story credited to the Indianapolis Sen- 
tinel of yesterday has been in circula- 
tion for some time past in private polit- 
ical circles. Mr. Blaine was @ ac- 
quainted with it, and promptly denied 
it, statingthat it was entirely sensa- 
tional and unfounded, The story as 
repeated in Washington circles was 
that a draft was paid for Blaine’s bene- 
fit by Morton, Bliss & Co., of New 
York, and was afterwards taxen up 
and paid-by E. H. Rollins, treasurer of 
the Union Pacific railroad company. 
In taking measures recently to correct 
it, Ps Blaine received the following 
etter: 


“New York, April 6, 1876. 
“Hon. J. a. Buainz, Washington, D, 
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C.—Dear Sir: In answer to your in- 
quiry, we beg to say that no draft, note, 
or check, or other evidence of value, 
has ever through our books, in 
which you were known or sup to 
have any interest of any kind, direct 
or indirect.
